Deum was fang there privately for the Birth of the 
Prince of Afturias : The Duke d’Uzeda Ambaffador 
of Spain, and the Cardinals del Giudice and de la 
Tremouille affifted at it. This Week Couriers ar- 
riv’d from Spain, who proceeded on with Difpatches 


for Gaeta and Sicily. The Franchifes formerly 


granted to the Cardinals and their Domefticks, are 
reduc’d to a certain fix’d Number. 

Leghorne, Sept. 20. On Sunday laft arriv’d here 
a Felucca from Naples, after having deliver’d a 
Pacquet of Difpatches for King Charles to the 
Commanders in chief of the Confederate Fleer, 
who detach’d the next Day for Barcelona an Englifh 
Man of War, on which the Prince della Ricchia 
embark’d with two Spanith Noblemea that came 
from Naples: ’Tis faid they take this Voyage, to 
make complaint to King Charles of fome Hardthips 
that they ‘hick have been put upon them. We have 
receiv’d Advice, that Vice-Admiral Waffenaar is 
gone with his Squadron of Durch Ships for Barce- 
lona ; and that the Pleet has dersch’d another Squa- 
dron for Gaeta and for Naples, whether likewife 
fome Tranfports are fent to be ferviccable to Count 
Taun in his Enterprizes.

Francfort, Oc&ob. 12. The famous Party Leader 

la Croix having difpers'd Nores in the Wefterwald, 


‘as far as the County of Waldeck, by which he 


warns the Inhabitants of that Country to fubmit to 
Contribution, under pain of Military Execution ; 
the Troops of Heffe Caffel that were here in Garifon, 
are return’d into their Country, and likwife 6 or 
700 Men of the Forces of the Circle of the Upper 
Rhine are march’d into the Wefterwald, to keep it 
clear of the Enemy's Parties.

tifications at Couriray. 

Aeth, O&ob. 15. We have Advice, that the E- 
lector of Bavaria arriv’d at Mons the 13th ; and thar 
he defign’d {peedily to take a Journey to the Court 
of France. 

Mechlen, O&ob. 16. Yefterday about Noon, the 
Duke of Marlborough arriv’d here, and was faluted 
with a Triple Difcharge of the Cannon of this 
Place, and receiv’d and complimented at the Gates 
by our Magiftrates. After Dinner he review'd the 
fine Regiment of Horfe of the Marquis of Wefterloo, 
which made a very good Appearance to his Satis- 
faction ; and between 2 and 3 a Clock proceeded 
for Lier, (the Cannon firing at his Departure,) 
thence to continue his Journey to Germany.
